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Canejo wonders 


Airport suit: Should it go on?

The head of the Romulus City 
Council wants to test public opinion 
to determine if he should ask hte 
colleagues to continue Romulus 
battle with the Wayne County Road 
Commission (WCRC) over Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport. 

Gervazio (Jerry) Canejo said he is 
concerned whether the public would 
be receptive to a continued fight 
over the construction of a new 
northeast - southwest runway 
through the airport since talk of 
concern has slowed down after the 
city’s Nov. 4 general election. 

“The council faces a Dec. 30 
deadline for filing an appeal on U.S. 
District Court Judge Cornelia J. 
Kennedy’s ruling which allows the 
airport to continue work on the

continue the battle . . 


runway,” Canejo added. “I’m 
wondering if our citizens want to 
continue the battle, and further, 
whether officials of surrounding 
communities which may be hurt by 
construction of the runway are in- 
terested in fighting in their own 
behalf.” 

“It’s important to me to know 
which way to go.” 

Canejo said interested citizens 
should call the mayor’s office in the 
city to voice their concern. 

“If there’s enough public opinion 


in favor of continuing, then the 
council could call a special meeting 
to continue the suit,” Canejo con- 
tinued. 

The mayor pro tern said he 
already has discussed the possibility 
of the appeal with Mayor James C. 
Stewart and learned that the latter 
was against a further court fight. 

“I’m not too much in favor of more 
litigation myself, but there is reason 
to examine the situation,” Canejo 
said. 

Los Angeles Attorney Jerrold 


Fadem handled the city's original 
case before Judge Kennedy, winning 
a better than 6-month delay in 
construction at the airport. 

However, just prior to the city 
election, Judge Kennedy ruled that 
construction of the runway could be 
continued, since the WCRC and the 
Federal Aviation Administration 
had complied with federal en- 
vironmental impact assessment 
requirements enough to have the 
temporary injunction against 
construction lifted. 

Whether the suit against con- 


struction continued, Canejo said he 
definitely is in favor of negotiating 
with the WCRC for compensation of 
losses the city already has suffered 
because of the expansion of the 
facility. 

“Thecity has lost water and sewer 
lines, taxable property and some 
roads to expansion,” Canejo added. 

“In addition, the schools have 
suffered the diminishing value of 
their buildings near the airport. 

“There’s definitely reason to 
continue to press for damages.” 


However, a similar fight for 
damage to homeowners who have 
suffered a devaluation of their 
homes because of federal mort- 
gaging regulations concerning 
sound levels allowable in homes 
would have to be handled outside the 
city government. 

“Fighting for individual damages 
is strictly up to the individual 
homeowners involved,” Canejo said. 
“It’s difficult for the city to get in- 
volved in that portion of the suit.” 

Fadem is awaiting word from 
homeowners in Romulus to deter- 
mine whether there is enough 
sentiment in the community to 
support a class action suit on behalf 
of the homeowners suffering 
property value losses because of the 
airport.

$25,000 more than they had an- 
ticipated earlier in the year. 

Romulus School Supt. James 
Garfield said the district has 
received word that its share of Gov. 
William G. Milliken’s executive 
order for state aid cuts will come to 
$129,500, or 1.7 percent of the 
district's total budget. 

“It puts us that much farther 
behind,” said Garfield after lear- 
ning of the cuts. “We’ll have to make 
more adjustments in the budget to 
compensate for the loss.” 

Garfield added that the school 
officials will be wrestling with an 
order of priority in making cuts, in 
an effort to insure that district 
education programs remain un- 
touched. 

“We’ll look first toward capital 
expenditures, then transportation 
and custodial services and finally at 
personnel,” Garfield said. “Certain 
capital expenditures, such as parts 
needed to keep existing school 
equipment operational, will be 
made, but new equipment purchases 
and routine supply purchases will be 


out to the bone to Insure that there is 
unrt f.etftary "pending _

v^Ptotlio! services, Garfield in 
dicated that the district may con- 
sider a freeze on replacing short 
term absences in the ranks of bus 
drivers and custodians as a cost 
saving measure. 

After those measures are taken, 
the district will have to look toward 
personnel to determine where more 
money can be saved, he added. 

The district already has taken 


some step* toward shaving the 
budget las; 

GarflojwF?* farmer pasUion as 
assistant superintendent, for per- 
sonnel hfesn’t been filled yet, and the 
district /has hired no new business 
manager, even though the position 
was funded i n the most recent school 
budget 

“We’ll just have to get along 
without the two people who could fill 
those positions in the ad- 
ministration,” Garfield said. 

The superintendent gave a 


promise of sorts that no programs 
will be eliminated from the school 
curriculum. 

“Although It will be impossible to 
make some cuts without affecting 
some programs, the most essential 
programs will remain untouched,” 
Garfield said. 

One way some of the personnel 
may be saved is a ban on field trips 
and conferences which could be 
implemented in the district. 

”1 doubt we’ll cut the personnel 
from the instructional program,” 
Garfield added. 


City may assume 
court construction 


A ttendance areas 
will be recarved 


The Romulus Board of Education 
is expected to begin recarving the 
boundaries of the Romulus Com- 
munity School District in January to 
prepare for the opening of two new 
elementary schools and the new 
North Junior High School. 

Romulus School Supt. James 
Garfield said the board will begin 
examining the date necessary to 
determine which children in the 
district will go either to the Barth 
Elementary School on Barth Road 
east of Hannan Road, or the Hill 
Creek Elementary School on 
Harrison Road south of Eureka 
Road. 

“Right now the students from the 
Harrison Elementary School area 
are being bused to the Mt. Pleasant 
School, and students f rom Merriman 
Elementary School are being bused 
to the Wick Road Elementary 
School.” Garfield added. “The 
board will ha ve to et amine the plans 
to determine how much of that 


transportation can be eliminated by 
the construction of the two new 
elementary schools.” 

In addition, all students in 
Romulus’ junior high school 
curriculum attend the Romulus 
South Junior High School on Olive 
Street in Romulus. 

Students will be shifted from that 
school to the new facility on Wick 
Road west of Wayne Road adjacent 
to the new Wick Road Elementary 
School. 

While parents in the district will 
be interested in where their children 
will be going to school, the board has 
a second interest - how to finance the 
operations of the new facilities. 

“It will take more money in terms 
of personnel and equipment to 
operate three new schools,” Gar- 
field said. “The board will have a 
special interest in divising a means 
to finance the openings.” 

Particularly weighing on the 
board will be the recent state aid 
cutbacks which have trimmed the 


district’s budget by a total of 2.3 
percent since August. 

If the cuts continue, or become 
worse, the district faces the prospect 
of either asking for more 
money for operations, or failing to 
open some of the new buildings. 

“We may have to think in terms of 
millage," Garfield said. “There has 
to be a way to raise funds for 
financing the school operations once 
the construction is completed.” 

Construction of the new buildings 
was approved by the voters more 
than two years ago. before anyone 
has knowledge of how bad the 
current economic problems facing 
communities would be 

At that time, the board was sure 
that the building could be opened 
without increasing costs directly to 
taxpayers 

But that was before the state 
began trimming back on the budget, 
making two cuts since August, and 
indicating a third cut may come 
after the first of the year 


The Romulus City Council may be 
considering the possibility of 
assuming the entire cost of con- 
structing a new 34th District Court 
building to assure tha t a new facility 
is located in Romulus — possibly as 
a third building in the city’s civic 
center. 

Mayor Pro Tern Gervazio (Jerry) 
Canejo following a meeting at which 
Mayor James C. Stewart brought 
the council up to date on the plans of 
five communities, including 
Romulus, to build a new court 
building, said the concensus of the 
council was that the valuable facility 
should not be moved from Romulus. 

“A district court building in 
Romulus would bring an economic 
return to the community,” Canejo 
added “It’s good for business and 
may help promote development 
around the building itself. 

“The feeling was that the council 
try to have the building constructed 
withio the city.” 

Canejo said the council is con- 
sidering resurrecting 2-year old 
plans for a facility near the Romulus 
City Hall and Romulus Public 
Library 

The plans, costing $50,000, were 
drawn up in 1972-73, but were 
scrapped when Mayor Terry L. 
Troutt was elected to office at the 
end of 1973 in favor of a less costly 
alternative. 

Plans for that alternative, in- 
volving financing the court con- 
struction with pro-rated con- 
tributions from Romulus, Belleville 
and the townships of Huron, Sump- 
ter and Van Buren, wereat the point 


of gelling when Troutt was defeated 
by Stewart. 

“The council will study whether 
the old plans were feasible, and if it 
proves true, then the dty may 
proceed on its own,” Canejo said. 

Officials in the other four com- 
munities involved in court con-

struction planning during the past 
year have voiced disapproval of any 
plan which would run up the cost of a 
new facility. 

Tentative plans had been made to 
finance the court with pro-rated 
contributions from each community 
based on its net worth, and to build 


the court on land which hopefully 
would be donated, or sold at low J 
cost, to the 34th District by a public 
agency. 

The Huron Clinton Metropolitan 
Authority is waiting for a formal 
request from the 34th District 
communities before it considers a 
motion to sell land near Haggerty 
Road and Huron River Drive in Van 
Buren Township to the district 

The other officials have indicated 
they do not favor building a court 
near the Romulus City Hall because 
such construction would require 
matching architecture which is too 
costly to be financed from tcavnship 
and small community budgets 

“The feeling I get is if the other 
communities do not agree to the 
location in the civic center, then the 
dty will go ahead and finance the 
court construction itself,” Canejo 
said “The operating costs still 
would be shared under the plan, but 
the construction would be the dty’s 
business then ”

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Mayor believes downtown 
is important business core 


There’s at least one 
believer in the importance 
of downtown Belleville as 
the area’s business core 

And it’s the person 
anyone would expect — 
Mayor Justin Emerson. 

After a series cf informal 
meetings with 
businessmen in the 
downtown area, and a 
political campaign which 
took him throughout the 
city, Emerson believes 
Belleville is the place to go 
for bargains. 

“I’ve had many people 


tell me that they haven’t 
found better buys, or better 
quality, than in the 
downtovn area,” Emerson 
said. “I think the word 
needs to be spread.” 

With the competition 
from outside businesses, 
including malls in nearby 
townships of Van Buren, 
Ypsilanti and Canton, the 
mayor believes the word 
should be spread. 

“Belleville people should 
support their business 
community, not only by 
purchasing goods there, 


but also by promoting the 
stores that are in town. 

The Belleville City 
Council intends to take a 
more active interest in the 
business community, too. 

The council has received 
word that the “big” break 
for Belleville, a develop- 
ment on the 1-acre urban 
renewal site in the city, 
should be announced Jan. 
19 at a City Council 
meeting. 

The National Bank of 
Detroit is expected to 
present plans for a new 
facility. 


But with the new facility, 
the old bank on Fourth 
Street will become vacant, 
and plans will have to be 
made to fill that 

In addition, the council is 
expressing a concern in the 
future of the Belvil 
Hospital building. 

The structure should be 
on the open market soon, 
after a federal district 
court judge placed the 
Belvil Hospital into 
receivership and ordered 
major creditors to meet 
with a representative of the 
hospital to work out 


payment of debts. 

The building most likely 
will be sold, opening 
another place for business 
development. 

And finally, the council 
has decided to lease space 
in the Belleville City Hall 
as an office. 

Though the space will 
compete with existing 
office buildings, leasing it 
will give the city a better 
insight into the needs and 
workings of the business 
community — something 
which may help the council 
improve the community’s 
business image.

establish a 9-member 
special subcommittee with 
the key purpose of sorting 
out the varied requests and 
recommending to the 
board what holds top 
priority and should be 
fiinded. 

In addition, it will be 
charged with the 
responsibility of reporting 
“an overview of all county 
needs with an attempt to 
forecast long-range 
necessities,” Barr said.

“Then, we’ll decide what 
we think is best for the 
county and recommend 
that decision to the full 
board.”

Griffin 'loses' Senate funding battle 


After a long, well con- 
ducted parliamentary battle 
Sen. Robert P. Griffin (R- 
Mich.) appeared on the 
surface to have lost his at- 
tempt to prevent the Senate 
from hamstringing 
President Ford's policy in 
Angola. 

By a vote of 54 - 22 the 
Senate accepted an amend- 
ment to an omnibus defense 
appropriations bill 
preventing the CIA from 
providing money and 
weapons support for the anti- 


communist factions battling 
against a Russian-supported 
power play in that former 
Portuguese colony. That 
amendment was offered by 
Sen. John V. Tunney (D- 
Calif.) 

Tunney, the Senate agreed, 
made his point that so far as 
Angola is concerned the 
President could not authorize 
convert actions capable of 
leading to deeper in- 
volvement without first 
obtaining congressional 
approval. 


But Tunney's victory was 
more shadow than sub- 
stance. In a flre-eatlng 
speech Sen. John C. Stennis 
(D-Miss), chairman of the 
Senate Armed Services 
Committee, insisted It is 
impossible to make foreign 
policy by means of a rider on 
a giant appropriations bill. 

Advancing a similar 
argument, Sen. John L. 
McClellan (D-Ark), chair- 
man of the Senate Ap- 
propriations Committee, 


said the issue was far from 
settled by such a slap dash 
procedure. Congress, he 
predicted, will have to take 
up the issue again after the 
next session convenes in 
January. 

The second thoughts 
Griffin planted in the minds 
of his colleagues might 
produce a different result 
then. 

Repeatedly the Michigan 
senator stressed that he did 
not want the United States to 


blunder down the road to war 
as happened in Vietnam. He 
was against the commitment 
of any American Troops, as 
indeed is President Ford. 

But it is wrong headed for 
the Senate to limit the 
President's options in 
situations short of that, 
Griffin said. 

This gives the rest of the 
world the wrong signal about 
America's willingness to 
stand up to Russian bullying, 
he added. 


In the end it turned out the 
Tunney amendment only 
blocked the spending of $9 
million in contingency funds 
during the next few weeks, 
McClellan said. 

When it was all over the 
whole thing seemed more 
like a paper blizzard rather 
than an important turning 
point in the way the United 
States is governed. 

We applaud Griffin's 
determination to reverse this 
unfortunate verdict.

Stewart is not a conflict of 
interest, even though the 
attorney he engaged is the 
same one Stewart 
dismissed and replaced 
with his own choice. 

Lewkowicz said former 
City Attorney William S. 
M Unger is a good choice for 
offering an opinion on the 
duties of the city treasurer 
as defined by the City 
Charter because of 
Munger’s past city 
background.

dairy farming. Like many 
other farmers, they 
couldn't afford to im- 
plement the new methods. 

But the Hasselbachs still 
farm part of their acreage. 

“We put out hay, oats, 
wheat and sweet corn. The 
grandchildren help a lot 
during the summer," 
Hasselbach said. 

“Mrs. Hasselbach, once 
a farmers daughter, raised 
her five children in a 
country kitchen. 

“I still smoke ham, 
bacon and sauage in the 
smoke house," she added. 
“Instead of canning every 
thing, I've learned to freeze 
most of our produce. It’s 
more economical.” 

The smoke house beside 
the bam is a hollowed out 
sycamore tree, and the 
Hasselbachs still argue 
about the date of its con- 
struction. 

Home-grown produce 
still is sold on the stand in 
front of the white frame 
farm house, on the comer 
of Hannan and Van Bom 
roads. Mrs. Hasselbach 
sells eggs from her kitchen 
door, which she has 
collected from their 175- 
leghom chickens. 

Retailing their produce is 
the only way the 
Hasselbachs have been 
able to survive the 
economic hardships. 

“All of our children have 
gotten better jobs. 
Taxation isdriving us out," 
Hasselbach said. 

“There was a time when 
a father would pass on the 
farm to his sons," he 
continued. “Now days a 
farm couldn’t support a 
man’s sons.” 

The farm has weathered 
the hard times and reaped 
the rewards of the labor. 
Now its future is un- 
certaia It is a time of 
sadness and memories for 
the Hasselbachs. 


whats ahead of you,” his 
wife added. 

“As they look into the 
bleak future of their farm, 
the Hasselbachs remember 
with sentimental ten- 
derness a time when people 
from Detroit would drive 
into the country to buy 
their raw milk at 15 cents a 
gallon. 

“Once we had 27 head of 
dairy cattle, now we only 
have 10 head,” Hasselbach 
added.

According to White, the 
city was charged a 128 
percent increase in sewage 
treatment by the county, a 
raise of from $125 for 
treating 1 million gallons of 
city sewage to $285 for 


treating the same amount. 

The rate increase to 
individual users is only 42 
percent, according to 
White. 

The reason the city’s 
rates did not keep pace 
with the county increase is 
because city customers not 
only are charged for the 
cost of treatment, but also 
the cost of maintenance.

Belleville’s December 
water bills, the first of the 
new higher rates for 
sewage disposal, have been 
mailed out. 

According to James 
White, city finance 
director, residents who pay 
their bills quarterly will be 
charged a higher 94 cents 
per 1,000 gallon sewage 
rate for one-third of the 
usage they had during the 
past quarter, and the lower 
66 cents per 1,000 gallon 
rate for the usage they had 
during the remaining por- 
tion of the quarter. 

The Belleville City 
Council in late November 
approved the higher rate to 
compensate for increased 
sewage disposal costs 
charged the city by the 
Wayne County Sewage 
Disposal system. 

However, the higher 
county rate did not go into 
effect until after two 
months of the city’s 
quarterly building period 
had passed. 

Lower volume customer 
— generally living in single 
family homes and 
operating small business — 
are charged for water 
usage on a quarterly basis 
each year, meaning that 
charges for their water 
accounts are added up 
every three months. 

According to White, 
there are approximately 30 
other users who are 
charged water bills each 
month.

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Department's problems not 'incompetence '

If there are problems 
with the Sumpter Township 
Police Department, it 
results from the relative 
inexperience of police 
officers and not “in- 
competence 1 ' as reported 
in a metropolitan 
newspaper. 

Lt. Robert J. Bella ire, 
commanding officer of the 
Michigan State Police post 
in Flat Rock, informed 


Sumpter Township 
Supervisor Elmer 
Parraghi that he had 
conducted an investigation 
into the Sumpter Police 
Department after 
receiving complaints from 
township residents about 
poor response time to 
trouble calls in the past. 

“I did not conduct a 
formal investigation, but 
did contact many citizens 
in Sumpter Township to 
determine if an in- 
vestigation was warran- 


ted, M Lt. Bellaire wrote to 
Parraghi. “The vast 
majority of citizens 
complaints have to do with 
the Sumpter Township 
Police Department. 

“Almost all of these have 
to do with delayed response 
time which is due to 
manpower shortages, and 
with their police practices 
in general, in the handling 
of criminal complaints. 

Lt. Bellaire went on to 
explain that many citizens, 
including the mother of two 


children who lost pet goats 
and rabbits in a cruel 
vandalism prank, believed 
that the inefficiency in the 
department is of a criminal 
nature. 

However, the com- 
manding officer said: 
“Inefficiency on the part of 
a police department is not a 
matter of criminal 
negligence, and cannot be 
prosecuted in the courts. 

Lt. Bellaire praised 
Acting Police Chief Jerry 
Cox. 


“The Sumpter depart- 
ment, as well as many 
others, has a degree of 
inefficiency due to inex- 
perience on the part of 
many of the newer of- 
ficers," the State Police 
officer wrote. “Acting 
Chief Cox is aware of this 
and is doing everything 
possible to correct the 
situation. 

“Police officials in the 
area, as well as myself, 
have the utmost confidence 
in Acting Chief Cox. I do

1975 features new tax- 
saving features for almost 
every taxpayer, and most 
of the savings can come on 
the returns that will be 
filed for 1975. 

There is a new low in- 
come allowance of $1,900 
for married persons filing a 
joint return, $1,600 for 
single persons, and $950 for 
married people filing 
separately. 

Many residents also may 
benefit from an increase in 
the standard deduction, 
which has been raised to 16 
percent of adjusted gross 
increase, up to a maximum 
of $2,600 for those filing 
joint returns, $1,300 for 
married persons filing 
separately, and $2,300 for 
single persons. 

The higher standard 
deduction will save some 
people for having to 
itemize deductions. 
However, to be sure that 
they’re cutting their taxes 
as much as possible, 
taxpayers should figure 
their taxes based both on 
the standard deduction and 
on itemizing deductions. 

Liberalized allowances 
and deductions aren’t the 
only new items of interest 
in the new tax law. There 
are a number of others 
such as different types of 
tax credits, which is a 
deduction directly from the 
tax instead of income. 

For instance, to provide 
economic assistance to low 
income employees with 
families, workers who 
maintain ? household and 
have dependent children 
may receive a tax credit of 
10 percent of their earnings 
up to a maximum of $400 — 
interest and dividends 
excluded. The earned in- 
come tax credit decreases 
as income rises above 
$4,000. Workers who 
qualify must file an income 
tax return to receive the 
credit, even if they didn’t 
earn enough money to be 
required to file. These who 
hav£ income of $8,000 or 
more do not qualify for an 
earned income tax credit. 

A second credit is 
available to all taxpayers. 
Called the personal 
exemption $30 tax credit, it 
is given for each person to 
which the taxpayer is 
entitled to claim an 
exemption. 

A third tax credit is only 
for certain home buyers. 
Individuals who buy a new 
home as their principal 
residence — the place 


where they are going to live 
most of the time — are 
eligible for the credit The 
homecan be condominium, 
townhouse, apartment in a 
cooperative, a detached 
house, a mobile home, a 
houseboat or even a yacht. 
However, it cannot be 
something like a summer 
cottage. 

The credit is 5 percent of 
the purchaser’s adjusted 
basis in the new home, with 
a maximum credit of $2,000 
— $1,000 for married 
taxpayers filling separate 
returns. 

Generally, the home also 
must meet four 
qualifications: 

—Construction must 
have begun before March 
26, 1975; 

—The taxpayer must 
have gone to settlement on 
the house and occupied it 
as a principal residence 
after March 12, 1975, and 
before Jan. 1, 1977; 

—Unless the home buyer 
is building the residence 
himself or herself, or 
having it custom built, the 
buyer muql have a binding 
contract for the purchase 
of the residence before Jan. 
1, 1976; 

—Unless the buyer is 
building the house or 
having it custom built, the 
buyer must attach to his or 
her federal income tax 
return a certification by 
the seller that the purchase 
price is the lowest price at 
which the residence was 
offered for sale since Feb. 
28, 1975. 

Although the credit is 
limited to new homes, 
homeowners who buy a 
“used” principal 
residence, or one that 
doesn’t qualify for the 
credit because of the time 
restrictions, may be able to 
benefit from another new 
tax law. 

For a number of years 
homeowners could post- 
pone paying taxes on some 
of all of any profit they 
made on the sale of their 
principal residence — if 
they purchased another 
home within a specified 
period of time. The new law 
added six months to the 
time limit between the sale 
of the old home and the 
purchase of the new place. 

As a result, individuals 
buying a house that’s ready 
for occupancy now must 
purchase and live in the

house within 18 months of 
the sale of the old 
homestead. 

Those who are building 
or rebuilding a house now 
must begin work on the 
residence either ^before 
they sell their old home, or 
within 18 months of the sale 
of home. And they must 
occupy and use their latest 
home within two years of 
the sale of their previous 
one. 

There also are new rules 
for taxpayers employing 
domestic help. The Work 
Incentive (WIN) Program, 
designed to encourage 
employment of welfare 
recipients, has been ex- 
tended to include wages 
paid to certain persons on 
the welfare rolls, hired 
after March 29, 1975, for 
household services per- 
formed before July 1, 1976. 
The credit equals 20 per- 
cent of the cash wages paid 
to qualifying welfare 
recipients hired by the 
employer, to a maximum 
credit of $1,000 for each 
nonbusiness employee. 

Income tax filers also 
will find two changes when 
it comes to contributions to 
candidates for public of- 
fice. The deduction has 
been increased to $100 ($200 
on a joint return). Alter- 
natively, taxpayers can 
choose to claim a tax 
credit. The maximum 
credit has been increased 
to $25 ($50 on a joint 
return). 

Two final new features 
call for caution by 
residents. 

The new tax law permits 
qualified taxpayers with 
adjusted grbss incomes to 
$35,000 to claim the 
maximum deduction for 
child and dependent care 
expenses, but it applies to 
returns filed for 1976 
earnings. 

For 1975, the deduction 
still drops when adjusted 
gross income exceeds 
$18,000. Before claiming 
the child and dependent 
care deduction for 1975, 
taxpayers should read 
carefully the instructions 
provided in their tax forms.

—Secondly, older 
citizens who received the 
special $50 payment made 
to Social Security 
recipients on the rolls for 
March 1975 should not 
declare the payment as 
income.

Glamourize turkey with garnishes 


With turkeys planned as 
the focal point for so many 
noiiday dinners, here are a 
few suggestions as how to 
“dress up” that old bird for 
the special occasion. 

Nomatter what form it is 
served in, the garnish 
glamourizes it and makes 
it into a gourmet treat. 

1 . Start with a fringe of 
parsley or a ruffle of salad 
greens around the bird. 

2 . Cut a lemon in wedges 
and slice an orange. 


Alternately place wedges 
and slices around the 
turkey on top of fresh 
greens. 

3. Cook and drain mixed 
dried fruit. Circle turkey 
with light and dark fruit 
and drop in a few red 
cherries for extra color. 

4. Group quarter slices of 
orange in petal fashion 
around halves of crab 
apples, one for each ser- 
ving. 


5. Cut pineapple slices 
once, so you can spread 
slices on a diagonal line 
around crab apples, one for 
each serving. Picks hold 
slices vertical. 

6 . Use whole canned or 
pickled apricots in place of 
crab apples. 

7. Circle the turkey with 
halves of canned, drained 


peaches with a cooked 
prune in the center of each 
peach half. 

8 . Place canned, drained 
halves of peaches, pears or 
apricots or a combination 
of all three around the 
turkey and put a spoonful 
of cranberry or red current 
jelly or orange marmalade 
in the center of each fruit 
half.
